The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


The EUROPEAN COMMUNITY Targets EYGPT and ALGERIA for Special Wheat 
Subsidies. The European Community (EC) offered a special one-day subsidy of 
23.5 ECU per metric ton ($24 per ton), on top of the current 130 ECU per ton 
($133 per ton) export subsidy, for wheat destined to Egypt and Algeria. 
Despite the rejection of all bids, this offer notifies traders of the subsidy 
levels the EC is considering when it holds a special tender in December and 
January for 320,000 tons of wheat for export to these two markets. In the 
past two months, the EC has been offering sharply reduced wheat export prices 
in the Mediterranean in an effort to regain market share and reduce burgeoning 
wheat surpluses. This has been particularly evident in Egypt and Algeria 
where recent sales of EC wheat for $67 per ton and $63.50 per ton, free on 
board (FOB), respectively, have been well below the August FOB prices of about 
$90 per ton. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


SPAIN Halts Imports of Confectionery Sunflowerseed. The Spanish “3 
government has stopped imports of confectionery sunflowerseed in response to ~ 
domestic political pressure to protect Andalusian producers from lower-priced 
imports. After trying unsuccessfully to persuade Spanish roasters to purchase _ 
domestic sunflowerseed, the government stopped issuing import authorizations. <= 
Spain imported 2,100 tons of confectionery sunflowerseed from al] sources in 
1985, while its imports from January to August 1986 totaléd 3,459 tons

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DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


WORLD Milk Production Up Slightly in 1986. World milk production is 
expected to total 423 million tons in 1986, about 1 percent above the 1985 
level. Strong growth in Mexico and the USSR more than offset declines in 
Brazil and East Europe. World milk production is expected to stabilize in 
1987 as declines in the United States and the EC-12 offset growth in other 
countries. Cow numbers declined slightly in 1986 but an increase is expected 
in 1987. World production of butter is up 2 percent in 1986 due in part to a 
lack of alternative uses for milk in the EC and to continued increases in 
domestic demand in the USSR. Cheese production in 1986 is estimated at 9.7 
million tons, 3 percent above 1985. Growth of cheese production in the EC was 
limited to 1 percent after annual increases of over 2 percent during most of 
the past 5 years. 


In the United States, the number of cows is declining because of the 
dairy termination program, but annual milk production will not decline until 
1987 due to program timing. Canadian policies have largely stabilized cow 
numbers and milk production. Mexican output in 1986 is expected to show a 
15-percent increase due to a sharp jump in cow numbers and to greatly improved 
pasture conditions and feed supplies. Much of the rapid growth actually 
represents continued recovery from the drought years of 1983 and 1984.

Brazilian milk output is expected to total 9.8 million tons in 1986, 
6 percent below 1985 and the lowest since 1977. Causes for the decline 
include a severe drought in the central-south region early in the year and a 
price freeze imposed by the government as part of its economic package. Milk 
producers say prices were set well below the cost of production and that even 
the 30-percent subsidy effective during July-December was insufficient to 
prevent further monetary losses. 
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In the EC, 1986 milk production is expected to be up slightly despite 
the quota system. Generally favorable pasture conditions and lower prices for 
concentrate feed boosted productivity and sent many dairies over their annual 
quota for 1985/86. This higher productivity continued throughout the summer. 
Within the EC, 1986 milk production in Germany and the Netherlands is expected 
to increase 2 percent, in France about 1 percent, and no change in the United 
Kingdom and Italy. For 1987, EC milk production is forecast to decline about 
1 percent while cow numbers decline about 2 percent. 


In East Europe, a lack of profitability in dairying, particularly for 
private farmers, has led many to reduce their herds. As a consequence, 1986 
milk production is expected to decline, especially in Poland and Yugoslavia. 


Favorable winter forage supplies in the USSR for both the spring and 
fall feeding seasons plus more plentiful supplies of concentrate feeds are 
expected to facilitate a 2.5-percent increase in Soviet milk production 
despite a continued decline in cows. For 1987, further increases in 
ane Aa NAa) are expected to more than offset another small decline in cow 
numbers. 


Australia's 1985/86 milk production was down about 1 percent, but 
improvement in profitability is expected to cause 1986/87 milk production to 
remain at the year-earlier level. In New Zealand, 1985/86 milk production was 
up 4 percent due to favorable conditions for pasture growth and a lengthened 
milking season as farmers tried to take advantage of the higher guaranteed 
prices. For 1986/87, production is expected to decline about 3 percent due to 
less favorable pasture conditions at the start of the season and to government 
programs designed to limit production. 


World butter production is expected to total 6.9 million tons in 
1986, 2 percent above 1985. Most of the change is in the EC where limited 
markets for cheese forced producers to divert milk to butter manufacture where 
intervention provides a guaranteed market. Increased milk production 
facilitated a 2-percent increase in butter production in the USSR. Butter 
production in the United States declined about 8 percent as milk production 
began to fall and more milk was used for cheese manufacture.

World cheese production in 1986 is estimated at 9.7 million tons, 3 
percent above 1985. Most of the increase is in the United States. Less 
favorable markets kept the increase in EC production below | percent compared 
to increases of over 2 percent in most of the last 5 years. EC cheese 
production is expected to be unchanged in 1987. New Zealand's cheese 
production was up over 7 percent in 1985/86 and an even larger increase is 
expected in 1986/87. Lack of storage and markets for butter and some success 
in exports of non-traditional cheeses are stimulating the higher output. 


World production of nonfat dry milk (NDM) is expected to total 4.1 
million tons in 1986, 2.5 percent above 1985. Most of the increases are 
occurring in the EC as a result of the relationship between markets for cheese 
and butter. The United States, Canada, Australia and New Zealand are expected 
to have lower production in 1986 as various control measures meet with some 
success. If EC milk production turns down as expected, EC and world 
production of NDM in 1987 will show a downturn. 


World casein production is expected to total 233,000 tons in 1986, 1 
percent above 1985. EC production is down in 1986, while New Zealand shows a 
sharp increase. World production in 1987 is expected to remain at the 1986 
level with an increase forecast for New Zealand which will offset a decline 
forecast for Eastern Europe. 
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COTTON 


INDONESIA Simplifies Import Procedures for Some Cotton Products. The 
U.S. agricultural counselor in Jakarta reports that certain cotton products 
(cotton linters, cotton waste, carded or combed cotton, suitable for cleaning 
machines, and other cotton) are no longer subject to Indonesian import 
regulations and may be imported by any importer with a general trade license. 
However, cotton under the category not combed or carded, which accounts for 
over 99 percent of Indonesian cotton imports, still must be imported by one of 
six government-approved (and government-owned) importers. P.T. Cerat Bina 
Tekstil Indonesia (CBTI), which was created February 18 as the sole cotton 
importer and distributor, was not included as one of these six approved 
importers.
